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BASKETBALL REVIEW 


For the third consecutive year Georgetown’s Tigers have had a 
disastrous basketball season, and they will enter the annual Ken- 
tucky S. I. A. A. tournament in March with overwhelming odds 
against them. The Tigers are not even conceded an even break 
to duplicate the feat they performed in 1930 when they entered 
the state tourney as underdogs and won it easily. The state 
meet was inaugurated in 1926, and since that time the Bengal 
Basketeers have twice been crowned basketball champs of the 
Commonwealth. 


The Bengals opened the season with an easy win over an in- 
dependent aggregation. In their two non-conference games a 
decision was dropped to Kentucky’s “power house” by a huge 
score, but Cincinnati ran into unexpected opposition in downing 
the locals by a narrow margin.
